At Alert Bay are to bo seen the 
Totem Poles and Indian Community- 
Houses and the remains of the curi- 
ous tree-burlals, popular till recently 
with the Siwashes. 
| The Totems here have long since 
! 


‘come to be regarded as one of the 
;wondors of the world as_ inscrut- 
lable in their way as Pyramid and 
Sphinx, And so it is little won- 
‘der that not a week pues by, in sum- 
mer, but groups of visitors from 
every corner of the Globe may be 
‘seen landing here from both North 
‘and South-bound boats to view: at 


‘close hand these “Sphinxes of Am- 
erica.” 


The world has always had wood- 
‘carvers. But never anywhere at any 
time “carvings” like unto these Pa- 
cific Coast Totems. 

The outstanding “points” of the 
totem, which strike the visitor 
ashore for a few hours, are over- 
whelming. 

One questions: 

i Who carved them? 
Who conceived the idea? 
How old are they? etc. 

We know it was not till very lately 
that the Coastal] Indians possessed 
any steel tools. How then was it 
possible so long ago for them to cut 
so deep and clean a line as here 
gives decision to the totem-face? 

All of these questions, and hun- 
dreds of others of like nature, after 
all these years since first the Totem 
was discovered by the white man, 
still remain without a definite an- 
swer it. is more than half the 
charm of the Sphinx that she has 
mever spoken. Indeed, half the 
charm and spell woven of the Totem 
ies in the stories that every visitor, 
beholding them, is free to weave to 
fancy, alded and guided by Tra- 
dition. 

For though the written word may 
be wholly lacking “Tradition” has 
never anywhere woven prettier stor- 
Ses, clinging like graceful draperies 
trailing off in to these Northern 


wind around the shore-road at Alert 


ay, 
Here is that marvellous figure, 
the Thunder Bird, with its eagle- 
eye and hinged beak that drops open 
through which entrance was made to 
the feast-hall in times of Potlach. 
Tradition has been very busy with 
the Thunder-Bird. Something about 
I makes it “the king of the Totems.” 
he story of the Thunder-Bird that 
Jets most light on the Indian charac- 
ter of other days is a gruesome tale

Alerts toward thelr ancient foe the 
tribes of the Nimpkish. 

The Nimpkish folk were invited to 
a “Potlach” and burying the hatchet, 
they came. Only to be murdered one 
at a_time as they wriggled through 
the Thunder Bird’s beak to the feast- 
hall. The entrance was so narrow 
and the blow from within so swift 
and unexpected that not even a sound 
escaped to warn the men waiting 
outside. Thus, tradition says “Was 
done to death every Nimpkish who 
came to the feast.” 

Next in importance to the Than- 
der-Bird comes The Bear, frank- 
eyed and sporty, carrying between 
powerful paws the “copper” symbol 
of Chieftaincy among the Indians to 
this day. 

The chief whom the Bear sym- 
bolizes was evidently a hunter—pre- 
eminently of bears, And so cleverly 
did he hunt and study Bruin’s habits 
that in time he himself came to have 
something of the nature of the ani- 
mal he hunted. The whole make-up 
of “The Bear” bespeaks geniality 
and good-humour. No one could 
think of him giving The Potlach that 
annihilated the Nimpkish.

Alert Bay will acknowledge that 
“The Whale” runs “The Bear” a 
close second. 

And as you look at the harpooner 
conceived of the artist astride the 
giant sulphur-bottom you know that 
whatever may have been the faults 
of this scion of the house of Siwash’ 
‘cowardice’ was not one of them 
Of all the steeds of fancy or ambition’ 
can one be imagined that supplies 
more sport for the money than “Tha 
Whale” over an open course? Yet 
your Coastal Indian of these part: 
was evidently not afraid to ride, 


Eloquent indeed is the simple 
whale design which Sparing as 
wholly unnecessary the written 


word,’ mounts guard over the ‘time- 
worn mound in the graveyard. 

To discover the remaining inter- 
esting. Totems in the Alert Bay gal- 
lery it is desirable that yourse! 
make the trip. Otherwise to you is 
altogether lost the unique pleasure

Those 
Price Declines. 


Statistics published in June by the 
department of labor show that the 
average price decline has totalled 29 
per cent on all commodities since the 
peak period of July, 1920, and while 
admittink this to be a very consider- 
able reduction, the department takes 
the opportunity of chiding the retail 
merchant for failing to fall in line with 
the general downward trend; Here is 
what the report says: 

“It is, however, contended that while 
a hide, sold during the war at 60 cents 
a pound, and now sells at something 
over one cent, boots -and shoes, have 
Shown little decrease in price. It is 
also pointed out that while the cost 
of wool has decreased in proportion, 
so far as the producer is concerned, 
the cost of a good suit of clothes is 
still very high. The same holds good 
in connection with cotton fabrics. 

“Retail prices always lay behind 
when it comes to-a question of de- 
creasing costs. In the present case 
it would appear that retailers (and 
incidentally wholesalers) are willing 
generally to sustain any loss and have 
determined to unload stocks on hand 
at practically war prices before giving 
the public the advantage ofthe tremen- 
dous decrease in the cost of the raw 
product.” 

When a government department pub- 
lishes statistics, the figures are usual- 
——————]| ly supposed to be the last word in ac- 
curacy and fairness, but this report 
appears to be giving only one side of 
the case. 

At the time when prices were on 
the upgrade, merchants — invariably 
gave the customer the benefit by 
maintaining the original price on the 
goods purchased before an advance 
came into effect. 

Officials, writing for public  con- 
sumption, should bear in mind the fact 
that a reduction at the source of 
supply takes some time to affect the 
merchant. It is no more feasible for 
for the retailer at once to put into 
effect every slight decrease than it 
was for him to take advantage of ev- 
ery slight advance when prices were

ALBERTA, LIVESTOCK 
. HAS DEPRECIATED 
TWENTY MILLIONS 


Farmers and livestock raisers in Al- 
berta during the past two months, 
since the United: States emergency 
tariff was imposed on cattle, have 
suffered a depreciation of over twenty 
million dollars in the value of their 
cattle as a direct result of that meas: 
ure. George Lane, the veteran cattle 
man of Alberta, told the Calgary board 
of trade on Wednesday that he had 
estimated that the inevitable slump 
which must follow. the tariff embargo 
by the States would result in a loss of 
$10.00 per head on all cattle in Can- 
ada, The Morning Albertan, on in- 
vestigating the situation, has fdund 
that the depreciation amounts to the 
sum of $15.00 per head, and at any mo- 
ment this may be increased. 

The receipts at the Alberta stock- 
yards are very light at the present 
ume, and will continue to be so until 
after harvest operations, but immed- 
jately after harvest the’ heavy run of 
grass fed cattle willscommence, and, 
without any outlet other than local 
consumption, prices are seriously 
threatened . Grass-fed cattle are con- 
sidered highly undesirable for ship- 
ment to Great Britain and other Kur- 
opean markets, 

A census of cattle in Alberta is ta- 
ken By various interests each year. 
and while the figures are not official, 
such as the government's census ta- 
en in June, they are considered highly 
reliable. The following figures ‘are

EXPERT TELLS WHY 
MOTORS HAVE MORE 
POWER AT NIGHT 


‘ ‘ 

Speaking in a general sense a motor 
‘ought to run hetter at night than in 
the day-tiave. Whether it does so or 
not has been a mattor of argument 
between motorists ever since motorists 
existed, and one really remmbers col- 
unns of discussion that lasted for sev- 
eral years in almost all the magazines 
on automobiles. 

Really the thing is very simple, says 
that engineering authority, A. Ludlow 
Clayton, in the current issue of Motor 
Life. One is Hable to forget that two 
‘things are burned in a gasoline motor, 
gasoline and air. Neither can burn 
without the other. Also to get the best 
and most powerful combustion the pro- 
portions of gasoline to air cannot vary 
very much. To one cylinder full of 
air so much gasoline and no more can 
be added. 

To one cylinder full of air! What is 
a cylinder full? The answer is that all 
depends what you fill it from. Every- 
body knows that when driving in very 
high attitudes the rarefied air causes 
a noticeahbe loss of power; anyone who 
have driven at 5,000 fet elevation can- 
not fail to have observed this. 

Now the real reason for the loss of 
power is that owing to the rarefying 
effect of the altitude, the piston can 
only suck in a smaller amount of air, 
which will only.carry with it a smaller 
amount of gasoline and so will only 
produce a more feeble explosion. Of 
course the volume of air taken in on 
the suction stroke is just the same at 
whatever the altitude, but its weight 
is less .in proportion ag the altitude 
increases and the ratio for the best 
combustion {s between the weight of 
the Qel and the weight of the air nec 
essary to ensure reasonably complete 
combustion. 

Other things have the same effect 
as altitude. For instance, heat rare 
fies air by expanding it so that on a 
hot day the air charge which un en- 
gine can breathe in is smaller in {ts 
| weight than it would be on a cold day. 


Here is one of the principle reasons 
why an automobile motor does run 
betteryat night. Night air is almost 
always cooler than day air, €0 at night 
an engine can get u heavier charge 
and so produce a more powerful im- 
pulse at each explosion. 

Not only is the air taken in the en- 
| sine cooler and so heavier, but the 
presence of a cooler atmosphere means 
that the water cooling will be more ef- 
fective, that the motor will in itself 
be cooler. 

Yet another thing is that night air 
often is damper than day air. The 
poetic mists ofeventide cool down the 
motor as well as perhaps making the 
driver turn up his coat-collar. Haven't 
You ever noticed the Motometer drop 
back in a rain shower? Well, the ef- 
fect of dampness in the air is just the 
same,
